Comes To Wainwright

In a emall box approximately the 
size of a small bedside radio, a “radio 
sonde”, which is one of the latest in- 
struments in use by the U.S.A. weath 
er bureau for obtaining data ag to 
forecoming weather, wind directions, 
clouds, fogs, etc., the balloon, para- 
chute and broadcasting radio (all in- 
tact) last week upon the 
farm of John Ruste, just on thd edge 
of town. ; 

This instrument, which is almost 
the last word in radio and radar 
science, during its flight after being 
sent into the air, automatically sig- 
nals the sending station with informa 
tion about the air currents and other 
data, all of which is | purpose 
of dontinuing the war t to the 
best advantage of our airmen, sailors 
etc., : 
Another such appliance has been 
rescued, too, since the first one fell. 
ang both of these were released into 
tHe air from Dayton, Ohio, thus prov- 
ing that the prevailing winds of the 
past few weeks have been in a north- 
westerly direction. 

The machine, containing the data 
as automatically recorded on a graph 
within itself, has to be returned ac- 
cording to instructions attached to it, 
and this hag now been done in both 
eases. The second instrument was 
found on the Caspar farm, north of 
the river. _

EARLY PREPARATION 
FOR SPRING SEEDING 


The exceptionally mild, dry weath- 
following the 
colder than usual weather of Decem- 
ber, encourages the hope of an early 
spring and suggests immediate ac- 
tion. in ordering fertilizer supplies. 

Preparation of the seéd grain sup- 
piy is also in order. Treatment with 
ethyl mereury phosphate dust can be 
given now just as effectively as later 
and will avoid loss of valuable time 
when the rush of spring work com- 
mences. 

Experiments conducted at the Gen- 
eva Experiment Station, New York 
State, and reported in “Farm Re- 
gearch” .show that seed of, barley, 
oats and wheat treated with Ceresan 
and &tored in two-bushel grain bags 
for 1 to 3 years were not injured. 
Thus; any carry-over of stocks of last 
year’s treated grain should be perfect 
ly suitable for this spring’s seeding, 
provided/ of course, that storage con-

cash income averaged 538 million 
dollar a year. It will be seen, there- 
fore that for these four war years 
our farmers have received 13% less 
income than they received during the 
four years 1926-1929. (The cost of 
the things farmers have to buy is 
shown by the Searle Index to be a- 
bout the same for the two’ periods.) 

The official figures reveal, however 
that the hourly wages of industrial 
labour for these four war years have 
been no less than 23% ‘higher than 
they were for the four years 1926- 
1929. Indeed the @ifference is even 
greater, for the farmer’s income in- 
cludes the returns from the addition 
al livestock produced for war purpos 
es, mainly by what might be called 
overtime work, whéreas the 23% in- 
crease in hourly wages does not in- 
clude the additional income industrial 
workers have received from their 
overtime work. ; 

It certainly can be said, therefore, 
that our prairie farmers cannot be 
reproached for having received more 
money for their products than they 
are entitled to.
